Sunday School Utentare 


Chriatuui TJnion. 


AJJ regards the reading matter of 


the Sunday schools, there is a decid- 
ed improvement on the libraries of 
a generation ago. 
We are grateful 


for the disappearance of the dread- 
ful and depressing memoirs;" we 
are thankful for the suppression of 
prosy histories of early missions and 
dismal theological treatises. 
We 


are encouraged by the fact that a lit- 
tle humor in a story is not regard- 
ed, as in days of yore, as an evi- 
dence of total depravity OH the part 
of the author. Books for the Sun- 
day school children should 
be, 


above all, life like, for you cannot 
impose one whit on the unerring 
judgment of these keen little critics. 
Not long ago a fair-haired little 
boy came running tc his mother 
with a Sunday School book from 
which his nurse had been reading 
to him. "Oh, mamma," he shout-- 
ed, "did you ever hear of such a 
gposie? A man was chased by In- 
dians and instead of running away 
as fast as ever he could, he just got 
down OH his knees and began to 
pray. Wasn't he a goosie?" The 
child's criticism was just, but it 
was thought well not to lose the 
opportunity of impressing the pro- 
priety of prayer in such a strait. 
"The man could have kept on run- 
ning all the same," his mother saiJ, 
"and yet have sent np a swift little 
cry for help." The contemptuous 
expression faded from the child's 
face, and he answered reverently, 
"So he could, mamma. 
God would 


not have been so very particular if 
the man didn't get down on his 
knees just that once." 


We know of certain Sunday 


school libraries where such books as 
"Little Women," "Little Men," 
"What Katy Did" and "Eye- 
bright," are tabooed, and the "Rag- 
;ed Dick" series given the place of 
lonor. One may look in vain on 
such shelves for a copy of that beat 
of story books for boys, "School 
Days at Rugby," a book that will 
do more toward developing a love 
of manly Christianity than whole 
tons of the ayerage Sunday school 
literatuie. 


The old Jewish idea, that the beat 


of everything belonged rightfully to 
the Lord and should be used un- 
grudgingly in his feervice, was a 
beautiful one. 
Let no one presume 


to bring his tasty, careless, slovenly 
work as an offering to the Sunday 
school. 
"Any old thing" is not 


good enough for the little ones, of 
whom Christ declared, "Of such is 
the kingdom." 


A Remarkable Prophecy 


A London Correspondent. 


A strange little pamphlet has 


just made its appearance in Paris, 
written in the ingeniously prophetic 
ityle of the historian who described 
the battle of Dorking. 
The author 


entitles his sketch, "The Campaign 
of Germany against Russia and 
France in the years 1880—1, writ- 
ten in 1931, on the 59th anniversa- 
ry of the battle of Warsaw." In 
June ofthe year 1880 begins the 
chronicler, political complications 
had gone so far that on the 10th of 
that month declarations of war on 
the part of Russia and France were 
delivered at the courts of Vienna 
and Berlin. The writer then de- 
scribes the course of hostilities on 
the Russo-Germau frontier, the in- 
tervention of Italy in favor of the 
Franco-Russian alliance, the cam- 
paign in Alsice Lorraine, the es- 
pousal of England of the cause of 
Germanywjja1 Austria, and the final 
overtiuw^of the triple offensive co- 
alition, causing in France the depo- 
sition of the dictator, Gambetta, and 
the election of Prince Napoleon as 
president ofthe Republic. The lat- 
ter, with the consent of the cham- 
bers, enters into peace negotiations 
with Germany, 
France declares 


herself again willing to sanction the 
cession of Alsace Lorraine, and 
promises to pay an indemnity of 12 
milliards, as well as agrees to a gen- 
eral European disarmament.
